‘The Mayor thought it would be advisable 
to bring up the streot railway matternow,

Ao Mr. W. H. Marah,was the person who 
influenced the Aldermou and Mayor to 
call the moeting, he was asked to state his 
views. He seid’ thore was apparently 
some difficully botwoon the city and the 
stroot railway authorities, The road had 
not beon o financial benefit to him, since 
he purchasod it, three years ago. Hoe had 
vainly tried to make the road a success,but 
failed, and now asked permission to sell it 
and remove the plant. Ho had offered tho 
road to several parties in tho city, but 
had as yot receivedno encouraging offer.Ho 
disliked to remove the plant from the city, 
and would be only too happy to dispose of 
it here if possible, He could soll the 
plant to parties in Winnipog, if allowed to 
remove it, aad ho could see no reason in the 
city refusing him this privilege whon be was 
loosing $1,000 annually in the road. In the

DUNKERS, 


A Very Interesting Religlons Sect. 

While visiting with a friend in tho vil- 
lage of W——, Penn, I was strock with 
tho pecnliar dress of a great number of in- 
dividuals whom I encountered. The bata 
of the males were of o uniform width and 
height and their clothing of the plainest 
material with no buttons on their coats. 
‘Their hair was for the most part very long 
and parted down tho centre. 

Tho dress of the women huog abort 
them like a loose sack and npon their 
heads they wore sun-bonnets of various 
colors. We never met them driving in 
buggies, but in large heavy wagons. 

My curiosity was aroused still more 
when I gaw two of these men meet upon 
the street and greet each otuer with a kiss 
and a bug of which a good*sized brain 
might well be proud. Here and thore 
throighout the streets they were collected 
in small groups engaged in very earnost 
conversation, and avoiding all others who 
did not belong to their class. All, whom 
I observed,were Germans and walked arm 
in arm up aud down the street, dropping 
in a dofr hereand there, which I per- 
ceived to be entrances to large beer 
ssloons. 

Upon inquiry I discoverel these to be 
members of a religious sect called Dunkers. 
Avrxious to learn more of these curious 
pe®ple, I went to their service on Sunday 
evening. ‘Tho church was a rudely con- 


structed framo building without a steeple. - 


The seats had no cushions and were 
divided into two rows by a broad isle 
which separated the men from the women. 
At the back of the churoh a circular space 
wae left for the minister to standin while 
preaching. Sovoral heavy waggons lined 
oither side of the rond. What is very rare 
in « roral district, there was no loiterers 
about the door. With “fear and trembl- 
ing" as tothe result of my boldness I 
stepped upon tho sacred threshold. To 
my surprise no one noticed mo, and I 
would Lave concluded that no one had yet 
arrived Lad my eyos not told me different- 
ly. The chorch was nearly filled but not 
& Noise came irom the s.sembled audience, 
To attract attun. 1 i let my cane fali, I 
immediately rexroited this foolishness on 
my part, for it I had takon a seat near the 
door no one would have been aware of my 
presence. A hundred eyes, which wero im 
no way expressive of hospitality, were 
fixed upon me. Whilo I was resolving in 
my mind the preprioty of standing my 
ground up elder'y gentleman, n 
broud as long, waddied down the aisle and 
conducted me to a frontrow. Thore were 
three or four boysin the seat with me. I 
was inepected from head to foot by these 
juveniles with as much care as a modern 
scientist would examine a newly discover— 
ed Vousil of the Protozoio age. 

Vinally, the spell was broken by the old 
gentleman who had met meat the deor, 
After afow preliminary remarks and a 
variety of inimitable screaches and groans, 
which, as I was afterwards informed, wero 
intended for singing, he delivered a very 
interesting discourse. Interesting, al- 
though perfeotly unintelligible, for the gos- 
tures, howls and ;wry faces such aa are 
soldom seen except in a cage of angry 
monkeys. Having harangued in this man- 
ner for half an bour,he was noarly oxhaus- 
ted, ‘Le perspiration streamed down his 
face and he carefully removed it with the 
tails of his coat, Being completely over- 
come he sank into his seat, while the oon- 
gregation, as if to soothe bis aching head, 
sang another air which might be likened 
unto the noise produced by a threshing 
machine on a windy day. 

When this was concinded he was suffi- 
ciently recovered to dismiss tho aseembly 
with prayer,

She has demonstrated with the most con~ 
vinelog figures the superiority of such a 
policy in developing tho varied resources 
of a nation, and a change of tariff was not 
thought of until quite recently by either 
politioal party, nor by any considorablo 
section of the people. ‘The circumstances 
Wat seem to encourage the agitation now 
being carried on under the epocial auspices 
of the so-called National Leaguo, are of 
comparatively rocent origin, and are due 
to the action of this and other countries 
in legislating to exclade English manafac- 
tured goods from their markets.

Tho new yaoht will bo 
71 foot 0 inchos long; 21 foot beam, aud 
about 7 foot depth of bold, and, as the Sun 
says, “will be ao triflo larger than 
the Canadian’s sloop,” the differ- 
ence in the length on tho water-line 
boing 26 inches in fayor of Mr. Kirby's do 
ign. Tho samo paper, which "* shinos for 
all,” reporta Mr. Kirby os saying, ‘W'il 
build you a boat to beat tho Arrow, and 
that’s more than any Canadian yacht will 
ever be able to do.” However this may 
bo, while the Canadian has, in bis design, 
“soen” the Arrow's length on tho water- 
line and “gono 21 inchos botter,"’ Mr. 
Abby “raises” the Ayrow's longth 47 in., 
which fact may wake some people think 
tht his assertion savore justa little of

It 
is palpable, we think, who can stretch 
‘bulk’ the farther when the eompoting 
parties are an individnal against a com- 
pany—® poor man against a millionaire.

This scheme, our contemporary will cb- 
serve, doos not aim atthe adoption ofa 
tariff similiar to those of Canada and the 
United Btates, but the substitution of a 
kind of Imperial Zollvorein, which would 
give tho British Empire oa groater inde- 
pendence in trade matters than even tho 
United States, which, owing to position 
and resources, can endoro a rigid system 
o! protection and even prosper undor it,Mr. 
MeLean, now olf Chicago, and IJately of 
Montreal, Las been an ablo and persistent 
advocate ofsuch a Zoliverein for somo 
time. A contemporary farnishos a syn- 
opsis of his arguments as follows : Lot 
England impose a duty of 10 shilling » 
quarter on wheat supplied by countries 
not in the Zollverein and admit wheat 
from Canadn free of duty.

CONVICTS AT LOOSE. 


An Exciting Scene on the Grand Trunk 
Rallway —Seven Men Leap feom the 
Train. 


Youterday morning at an carly hour Chiof 
Keeper Coopor, assisted by five guards from 
the St. Vincent do Paul Ponitentiary,Montreal, 
Joft tho latter city with 83 convicts, destined 
for the penitentiary at Kingston, All went 
well onough until after they had oaten lanoh 
on bourd the train, A little below Morrisburg 
one of the lot, who had very small hands, 
managed to slip the wristlot, which was of the 
old-fashioned type, but before ho could get 
away ho was canght, and secured with a pair 
of ratchot handcuffs. But thengh ho was a 
small man he broke the now handcuffs in a 
second, and sprang out of the window, 
‘The train was stopped, and two guards chased 
him for half q milo, but they foiled to catel 
him, 

By the timo the train had roached Brock- 
ville four more lied escaped, and the nutmoat 
confasion prevailed. A gnard stood at each 
door of the ear, and Mr. Cooper and the other 
throe guards tried to obtain control of tho law- 
lows gang, but they wore powerlosn to offect 
anything. The prisoncra wronched the small 
brav# bolts ont of the window [natenings, and 
using those for panchors, and pulling off their 
shoes and using them for hammers, they 
knooked the rivets out of thoir shackles and 
fotters ata rapid rate, and then, an fast as 
opportunites offered, they flung thomeolves 
from tho car windows while the train was going 
at fall speed, 

Between Brookville and Kingston two moro 
mado their oxcape. Itiv aaid the last mao 
who jamped off had his leg brokon by tho fail. 
bul tho tram wae not etopped, 8 there were 
then over a dozen who were entirely free from 
irons, and only awaiting an opportunity to 
jomp.

ton in safety,and twenty-four out of the thirty- 
threo are now safely lodged in the Penitentiary.

It is desirable, he said, to broak the sod 
as early as possiblo, and he hoped the 
Oonneil would lond such assistances as 
their finances warranted. There was 
another lot adjoining tho threp alroady 
mentioned, which he favored securing, the 
price of whioh is $1,850, and the first 
vhree $1,650, It was not compulsory to 
pay the whole amount at preseat, which 
was a fact that should not be lost sight of. 

Ap. Dioxson sympathized with the ob- 
Ject the Aasoojation had in view, but as 
they had not aiked any fixed amount from 
the Council, he thought the only matter to 
be discussed now, was whotheror nota 
houpital was absolutely necessary. 

Mr, Ben said they bad on hand $500, 
anda legacy promised them which was 
equal to $1,200. Hoethought the better 
way would be to combine the Home for 
the Friendless and the Hospital in ono tor 
the present, at a oost of about $3,000. 

Ald Dickson agreed with Mr. Bell that 
it would be advisable to secure the four 
lots now, as they would answer every 
purpose that might be required of them in 
future. 

Inanswer to Ald. Dickson, Mr. Well 
said ifthe city objected to the Indies 
securing the chart for the lot, trustees 
could be appointed to represont both 
partios. He further thonght the Grand 
Trunk Company would donate somothing 
towards the proposed hospital, as at the 
late Inmentable accident at Shannonville, 
one of the Canadian managers had 
promised some assistanoe whon tho city 
erected an hospital, 

Ald Diokson had formed an opinion that 
the city did not require an hospital at 
presont, 

Mn, Bex did not think the old hospital 
lot would make a snitable site for a park, 
It was too small, and not a suitable loca~ 
tion for such a purpose. Should tho city 
give consent to tho Indies obtaining a ohart 
for the old hospital lot, they would ask 
nothing further, and promised that tho 
Association would erect an hospital on 
Dandas Street, which would in every way 
mot the requirements of the city, without 
farther aid from the Council, 

In answer to Ald. Diamond, Mr. Bell 
said the purchasing of an hospital lot 
would onbanco the value of property ad- 
joining, instead of depreciating it, as had 
beon said, If ho owned land adjoining 
the proposed hospital site, he said contribute 
towards the fand, Itis not a small-pox 
hospital nor would such patients be allow- 
od in it, according to the rules of the 
Government, 1n caso of small-pox breaking 
out, all that is required is a framo shed,one 
that oan be burned when tho pationts aro 
comvalescent. 

In answer to a question, Mrs, Jonos said 
the Government paid 20 cents por hod a 
day forinmates in an Hospital, and 9 
conts a day for those ina Home for tho 
Friendloss. 

Mr. Bett thonght the city was losing 
money every day in the Poor and Sanitary 
Department, by not having a proper Hos 


pital and Home for the Friendloss. 

Should the city purchase tho site on the 
Kingston Road, the Government would 
grant a chart at once. 

Aup Dickson and Mr, Flint agreed that 
tho old hospital lot would wake « poor site 
for a pork. 

Ap. DiAMonn proposed that the mattor 
be disoussed by the Committee of tha qeity 
Couneil at somo fature moeting. 

Mn, Bett said they had not anticipated 
that any final action would be taken at this 
meeting. ‘Their sole object was to have 
to work advanced far enough to secure 
a gtantin tho Government estimates of this 
year. 

After somo furthor disonsaicn, the meet- 
ing adjourned, and on Wednesday evening

Mr Wills favored a two-story school.

Tho reqoiremonts at present only 
demanded one room, The cost of this 
soheol would be little, if anything, more 
than the one recommended by the Com- 
mittee, Tho size of rooms submitted im 
the plan, he thought, were too small, and 
would prove detrimental in point ot ven- 
tilation, 

Mr Richards suggosted the adoption of 
the plan submitted to-night—a one-story, 
two-room scheme, and that only one room 
be finished at present. 

Mr Johnson thought that ventilation 
could be obtained more easily in a one 
story s2hool, as the principal point to con— 
sider was the height of the ceiling.

MORGAN THE MASON. 


The finding of hnman remains at Pem- 
broke, near Batavia N. Y., with a ring 
markod “W, M." and some decayed manu- 
soript containing the name of Henry 
Brown, las revirod the mystery connoeted 
with the disappearance of William Morgan 
in 1897. Morgan was a prominent Mason, 
living at Rochester, and for somo reason 
determined to write a book exposing the 
hidden “secrets and sins’ of Masonry. A 
lawyer named Henry Brown,thon living at 
Rochester or viciinty, was known to have 
beon very bitter in his denunciation of 
Morgan's intentions, and after the disap- 
pearance of the Jatter wrote a work in the 
defence of Masonry. Tho genoral belief 
has been, as related a fow days ago by the 
yenorable Thurlow Weed, of New York, 
who knows more about the case than any 
otber man living, that Morgan was (aken 
from Candandaigua jail,whoro he bad beep 
imprisoned for a trifling offence, carried to 
the Fort noar Niagara Falls, kept there for 
as tow days,and finally taken out into Lake 
Ontario by John Whitney and Borritt 
Smith and drowned. Mr. Wood says Whit- 
ney confessed this to him in 1838,and dur 
ing the Chicago convention thet nominated 
Lincoln in 1860, offered to give a written 
statement of the Morgan cas, to be kept 
under seal until bis (Whitney's) death and
